never saw what I would call cir­ 
rhosis of the liver in an animal. 
So I went to the medical school 
where these ex periments were be­ 
ing carried on and looked at the 
livers. Well, all I can say is that j 
what these animals had didn’t 
look like cirrhosis to me. 
"Now we have a report from 
Philadelphia showing that in 150 
cases of cirrhosis of the hver there 
wes no history of drinking in 105 
of them (70 per cent|.
